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THE    FARM    INCOME  SITUATION 

Preliminary  Estimates  for  March 

After  continually  decreasing  for  k  months,  the  cash  receipts  from 
farm  marketings  recovered  slightly  in  March  and  totalled  l.UOS  million  dollars 
as  compared  with  1,3^3  million  dollars  in  Pehruary,  and  1,310  million  dollars 
in  March  19^3.    This  increase  of  5  percent  was  less  than  usually  takes  place 
hetv;een  Eehruary  and  March,  hov;ever,  largely  "because  of  the  relatively  small 
gain  in  receipts  from  meat  animals. 

The  value  of  vegetable  marketings  increased  21  percent,  a  much  greater 
than  ordinary  gain.    Receipts  from  feed  grains  and  hay  were  down  7  percent 
which  was  slightly  more  than  usual.     Income  from  oranges  and  grapefruit  was 
unusually  high  and  receipts  from  apples  did  not  decline  as  much  as  it  gener- 
ally does  in  March,  resulting  in  a  larger  than  ordinary  income  from  fruits 
and  nuts.     The  percentage  increase  in  receipts  from  crops  was  slightly  greate 
than  usual. 

Small  percentage  gains  in  income  from  cattle,   calves,  and  hogs,  hrough 
about  partly  "by  slightly  higher  prices,  were  somewhat  less  than  generally 
.occur,  and  the  drop  in  receipts  from  sheep  and  lamhs  was  greater  than  usual. 

The  quantity  of  milk  sold  at  wholesale  in  March  was  a  little  larger 
than  in  February,  "but  price  v/as  down  enough  to  result  in  a  ^  percent  drop 
in  receipts  v/hich  was  less  than  generally  takes  place.    Receipts  from  milk 
sold  at  retail  were  up  more  than  seasonally,  hut  income  from  all  dairy 
products  did  not  increase  quite  as  much  as  usual. 

The  sale  of  28  percent  more  eggs  at  slightly  lov/er  prices  than  in 
February  was  not  enough  to  bring  about  the  usual  gain  in  income  from  eggs. 
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Increased  marketings  of  chickens  and  troilers  resulted  in  a  larger  than  usual 
gain  in  receipts  from  all  poultry  piroducts. 

According  to  the  preliminary  estimates,  total  cash  from  farm  marketings 
for  the  first  3  months  in  19^1+  was  ^,2&7  million  dollars  compared  with  3,697 
million  dollars  in  I9I+3.    An  increase  of  Ul  percent  in  receipts  from  tobacco 
and  a  gain  of  16  percent  in  income  from  feed  grains  and  hay  helped  greatly  to 
"bring  ahout  the  I6  percent  rise  in  receipts  from  crops,  while  the  increase  of 
23  percent  in  income  from  meat  animals  was  largely  responsible  for  the  gain  of 
16  percent  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products. 

Summary 

Receipts  from  crops  for  the  United  States  in  February  rose  ik  percent 
and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  increased  22  percent  above 
the  same  month  in  I9U3.    Receipts  from  crops  for  the  first  2  months  of  19^ 
were  21  percent  greater,  and  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  v/as 
20  percent  larger  than  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  smallest  regional  gain  in  income  from  crops  was  3  percent  in  the 
South  Atlantic  region,  where  rather  abrupt  decreases  in  incomes  from  truck 
crops  and  oil-bearing  crops  nearly  offset  the  sharp  increases  in  receipts 
from  tobacco,  potatoes,  and  feed  crops.     The  largest  gain  in  income  from  crops 
was  27  percent  in  the  South  Central  region,  where  increased  receipts  from 
tobacco  and  feed  crops  were  particularly  pronounced. 

The  range  in  income  for  February  as  compared  with  February  last  year 
was  from  58  percent  below  in  Connecticut,  where  income  from  tobacco  dropped 
sharply,  to  I05  percent  above  in  Alabam.a,  where  receipts  from  cotton  rose  well 
above  last  year. 

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  showed  a  gain  of  22  percent 
for  the  country  as  a  whole  in  February  over  a  year  earlier,  as  hog  marketings 
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rose  in  all  sections  while  prices  declined  slightly,  eg^  sales  advanced  at 
lower  prices  in  nearly  all  sections,  and  larger  amounts  of  milk  vrere  sold 
at  wholesale  at  somewhat  higher  prices. 

■  In  the  South  Central  region,  the  increase  in  receipts  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  in  Pehruary  over  Peoruary  I9U3  vras  only  1  percent. 
Smaller  marketings  of  cattle  at  lower  prices  resulted  in  a  36-percent  drop 
in  income  from  cattle,  which  nearly  offset  the  gains  made  from  the  sale  of 
hogs  and  from  milk  sold  af  wholesale. 

Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  the  West  North  Central 
region  were  3^  percent  greater  in  February  than  in  the  same  m.onth  last  year. 
Incomes  from  meat  animals,  poultry  and  eggs  and  dairy  products  all  made  large 
gains.    Receipts  hy  States  ranged  from  hj,  percent  helow  February  19^3 
Arizona  v/here  income  from  cattle  and  calves  shov/ed  65  percent  decrease,  to 
percent  above  last  year  in  North  Dakota  and  Wyoming  where  largest  increases 
were  made  by  meat  animals. 

Tor  January  and  February,  incom.e  from  crops  in  the  V7est  North  Central 
region  gained  only  12  percent  as  compared  with  the  same  period  last  year. 
While  receipts  from  oil-bearing  crops  and  vegetables  made  substantial  increases 
incomes  from  wheat  and  cotton  were  not  so  favorable.    Receipts  in  the  South 
Central  region  made  the  greatest  regional  gain  of  28  percent,  with  incomes 
from  feed  crops,  tobacco,  vegetables,  and  citrus  fruit  showing  marked  gains. 

Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  the  first  2  months 
of  IShk  were  only  7  percent  above  a  year  earlier  in  the  South  Central  region 
as  receipts  from  cattle  fell  off  sharply.    The  largest  gain  in  any  region  was 
29  percent  in  the  West  North  Contral  region,  where  receipts  from  meat  animals, 
poultry  and  eggs,  and  milk  were  all  relatively  high,

State  and  Regional  Estimates  for  Pe"bruary 


UTorth  Atlantic  Region 

Receipts  from  potatoes  in  PelDruary  made  su^bstantial  gains  over  the  same 
month  last  year  in  nearly  all  States  in  the  North  Atlantic  region  and  income 
from  crops  was  17  percent  ahove  February  I9U3  for  the  region  as  a  whole. 
Receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  rose  12  percent  a'bove 
Pehruary  I9U3  in  the  region,  as  income  from  milk  sold  at  wholesale  increased 
in  all  States  except  New  Jersey. 

-or  ■ 

The  U9  percent  gain  in  income  from  potatoes  for  January  and  February 
together  was  also  largely  resr^onsilDle  for  the  increase  of  26  percent  in 
receipts  from  crops  for  the  2  months  as  compared  with  the  same  period  in^l9^3. 
Income  from  milk  sold  at  wholesale  showed  the'  greatest  increase  of  any  single 
item  of  livestock  and  livestock  products  for  January  and  February  while 
poultry  and  eggs  made  only  a  slight  gain.    Total  receipts  from  livestock  and 
livestock  products  for  the  first  2  months  in  ISkk  were  11  percent  above  tne 
same  period  in  19^1-3 • 


East  Horth  Central  Region 

Higher' prices  resulted  in  increased  receipts  from  tobacco  in  Ohio, 
Indiana,  and  Wisconsin  during  February  compared  with  February  1943,  ana 
income  from  tobacco  for  the  region  was  92  percent  greater  than  1^^*  s^ear. 
Larger  marketings  of  potatoes  at  higher  prices  in  Michigar.  f  ^-J:^^^ 
resulted  in  an  increase  of  3^  percent  in  receipts  ^^^^  P^^^^^f^^^^f j!^^^^^. 
over  the  sa..e  month  last  year  for  the  entire^  region.    Income  ^^J^ 
crops  was  generally  lower  throughout  the  region  than  m  19I.3.    Total  inco 
from  crops  in  the  East  iiorth  Central  region  for  Feoruary  was  only  6  percent 
greater  than  for  February  last  year. 

Receipts  from  hay,  tobacco,  and  potatoes  were  high  in  Jf^^^J^^J 
February  in  nearly  all  States  where  grown  and  income  f-m  crops  m  the  region 
during  the  first  2  months  was  20  percent  greater  than  m  19^3- 
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The  greatest  increases  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products f 
over  last  year,  130 tli  in  Fe"bruary  and  in  the  first  2  months  were  made  "by  hogs, 
\7hich  showed  marked  gains  in  all  States. 

West  North  Central  Region 

Larger  sales  of  wheat  at  higher  prices  in  Felsiniary  as  compared  with 
the  same  month  last  year  resulted  in  higher  incomes  from  wheat  in  allrStates, 
and  an  increase  of  50  percent  for  the  region  as  a  whole.    Receipts  from  oats 
also  showed  definite  gains  in  each  State,  mostly  "because  of  advances  in  prices, 
as  quantity  sold  increased  only  in  ITelsraska  and  Kansas.    Receipts  from  hay 
were  also  high  in  all  States  except  Iowa,  and  increased  prices  were  again 
respcnsi"ble,  as  onlj^  in  Minnesota  were  sales  greater  in  February  than  in 
February  13^13,    Income  from  potatoes  continued  at  relatively  high  levels  in 
all  States  except  Nebraska.    Receipts  from  all  crops  in  the  West  ITorth  Central 
region  in  T'ebruary  were  I3  percent  above  the  same  month  last  year. 

Increased  receipts  from  feed  crops,  oil-bearing  crops,  tobacco,  and 
vegetables  in  January  ajid  February  were  largely  responsible  for  the  gaan  of 
12  percent  in  receipts  from  all  crops  in  the  region,  compared  with  the  same 
period  last  year. 

Income  from  hogs,  both  in  February  and  in  the  first  2  months,  made 
outstanding  increases  in  all  States  in  relation  to  19^3 »  while  smaller  gains 
were  made  in  each  State  for  poultry  and  eggs  and  dairy  products.  Receipts 
from  marketings  of  all  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  the  region  for 
February  rose  30  percent,  and  for  January  and  February,  rose  26  percent  over 
I9U3. 

South  Atlantic  Region 

The  quantity  of  corn,  oats,  and  hay  sold  in  the  So-dth  Atlantic  region 
in  February  was  somev/hat  more  than  the  quantity  sold  in  the  sane  month  in 
19^3>  "but  most  of  the  increase  in  receipts  from  feed  crops  '»7a,s  due  to  higher 
prices.    Large  percentage  increases  in  receipts  from  tobacco,  potatoes,  and 
swectpotatoes  were  caused  mostly  by  sharp  rises  in  prices,  although  there 
were  larger  marketings  of  potatoes  and  of  sweetpotatoes.    Receipts  from  citrus 
fruits  were  also  high.     Income  from  oil-bearing  crops  and  truck  crops  dropped 
by  nearly  a  third  and  receipts  from  all  crops  in  the  region  for  February  were 
only  3  percent  above  February  19^3.     Income  from  feed  crops,  tobacco,  potatoes, 
sweetpotatoes,  and  citrus  fruit  was  also  high  for  the  first  2  months,  compared 
with  January  and  February  of  19^i-3,  and  income  from  oil-bearing  crops  and  truck 
crops  v/as  low,  resulting  in  an  increase  of  I7  percent  in  receipts  for  all 
crops  in  the  South  Atlantic  region., 

The  greatest  percentage  gains  in  income  in  February  over  the  same  month 
in  I9U3  were  made  by  poultry  and  eggs  because  of  greatly  increased  broiler 
marketings.    For  the  first  2  months,  larger  marketings  of  hogs  were  responsible 
for  marked  gains  in  income  from  meat  animals,  although  increased  income  from 
broilers  and  chicicens  also  resulted  in  sharp  rises  in  receipts  from  poultry 
an.d  eggs. 
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South  Central  Region 

Income  from  feed  crops  rose  sharply  in  TelDruary,  conpared  v/ith 
February  19^3,  as  receipts  from  hay  and  frtm  grain  sorghuns  increased  in 
nearly  all  States  v/here  groxvn  "because  of  h.L;:her  prices  for  hay,  while  sales 
as  well  a,s  prices  of  grain  sorghuns  rose  o.Dx'uptly.    The  quantity  of  tolDacco 
sold  in  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  dropped,  "but  prices  this  year  \7ere  enough 
higher  in  these  States  to  "bring  a"bout  an  increase  of  73  percent  in  income 
from  tohacco.    Receipts  from  all  crops  for  the  entire  region  in  Fe'bruary 
were  27  percent  greater  than  for  the  same  month  in  19^3. 

Income  from  grain  sorghums,  hay,  tohacco,  sweetpotatoes,  and  citrus 
fruit  increased  sharply  during  the  first  2  months,  compared  mth  this  same" 
period  in  19^3>         receipts  from  crops  were  2S  percent  above  last  year. 

Larger  hog  marketings  in  all  States  resulted  in  a  3I  percent  increase 
in  receipts  from  hogs  in  Jehruary  a  year  earlier,  although  prices  were  lower 
in  February  19^^.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  February 
was  only  1  percent  above  February  19^3*  "I'^hile  receipts  from  the  same  source 
for  the  first  2  months  were  7  percent  greater  than  for  January  and 
'  February  I9U3. 

Western  Region 

Larger  marketings  of  v/heat,  citrus  fruit,  and  potatoes  at  higher  prices 
in  February  contributed  greatly  to  the  I6  percent  increase  over  February  19^3 
in  income  from  crops.    Receipts  from  wheat,  feed  crops,  potatoes,  dry  edible 
beans,  and  citrus  fruits  rose  rather  sharply  in  January  and  February  to 
register  a  gain  of  19  percent  over  a  year  earlier. 

Marketings  of  hogs  made  outstanding-  gains  at  higher  prices  in  February 
than  in  February  I9U3,  and  were  largely  responsible  for  the  gain  of  12  percent 
in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products.     Increased  income  from  hogs 
and  from  milk  sold  at  wholesale  helped  greatly  to  bring  about  the  I3  percent 
rise  in  receipts  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  January  and  February 
.  over  the 'Same  months  of  19^3* 

RECEIPTS  FROM  FARl-.f  JiASXETIUGS  MD 
GOTSSmmH  PAYlilHTS  IN  19^3 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings  in  I9U3  were  about  19,252  million 
dollars,  25  percent  above  the  revised  estimate  of  15.37^^  million  dollars  for 
19!4-2,  and  32  percent  above  the  receipts  of  lU,602  million  dollars  in  1919- 
Oovernment  payments  amounted  to  672  million  dollars  in  I9U3  and  to  697  million 
dollars  in  I9U2..    Cash  income  plus  C-overnmenc  payments  last  year  totalled 
19,92^  million  dollars  as  compared  with  l6,071  million  dollars  in  19^2. 

These  figures  represent  the  gross  receipts  of  farmers,  before  expenses 
connected  with  farm  operations  have  been  deducted.  The  net  income  of  farmers 
from  current  operations  is  derived  by  subtracting  these  expenses,  and  including 
an  allowance  for  the  value  of  home-gro\?n  food  and  for  the  rental  value  of  the 
.  farm  home.  In  I9U2  the  gross  receipts  of  l6,071  million  dollars  were  associ- 
ated with  a  net  income  to  farm  operators  of  9,US0  million  dollars,  and  in  I919 
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v/hen  gross  receipts  were  lk,G02  nillion  dollars,  net  incone  amounted  to 
5,2^9  million  dollars.    It  is  estimated  that  the  gross  receipts  of  19,92^ 
million  dollars  in  I9U3  mil  yield  a  net  income  of  a"bout  12,^75  million 
dollars. 

Incomes  of  all  groups  of  workers  showed  a  substantial  increase  in  19^3* 
The  index  of  the  wage  income  of  industrial  workers  was  3O5  last  year 
(1935-39  =  100)  as  compared  with  23S  in  19^2  and  IZk  in  I919.  . 

Cash  receipts  from  farm  marketings,  v/hich  are  based  on  the  most  recent 
data  "both  for  crops  and  livestock,  are  only  slightly  smaller  than  the  estimate 
of  19,275  million  dollars  which  was  made  on  August  20,  19^3'    At  that  time 
it  was  estimated  that  cash  receipts  plus  Government  payments  would  amount  to 
19,275  million  dollars..    The  recent  estimate  places  cash  receipts  plus 
Government  payments  at  19»92^  million  dollars. 

Cash  receipts  from  crop  marketings  last  year  of  7»903  million  dollars 
was  2^  percent  more  than  the  income  from  crops  in  19^2  of  6,327  million 
dollars,  and  was  3  percent  greater  than  the  crop  receipts  in  1919  of  7»67^ 
million  dollars,  which  was  the  largest  income  from  crop  marketings  ever  • 
received  prior  to  19^+3''    Analysis  of  the  19^3  c^rop  income  was  presented  in 
The  Parm  Income  Situation  for  I'e'bruary  19^. 

Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  livestock  and  livestock  products 
rose  to  a  nevi  record  in  19^3       total  receipts  increased  to  11,3^9  million 
dollars,  which  was  26  percent  greater  than  the  previous  highest  income  of 
S,9S7  million  dollars  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  I9U2, 

Production  of  nearly  all  types  of  livestock  and  livestock  products 
made  significant  gains  over  the  unusually  large  production  of  19^2,  with 
hogs  leading  by  a  wide  margin. 

Government  purchases  of  meat  and  other  livestock  products  were  heavy,  I 
and  ceiling  prices  were  established  on  all  major  livestock  products  before 
the  end  of  19^3*         general,  prices  were  maintained  at  or  near  ceilings, 
but  during  the  last  6  weeks  of  the  year  hog  prices  dropped  to  support  levels. 

IvI£AT  A^IFiALS 

Cash  receipts  from  meat  animals  in  19^43  were  5,256  million  dollars 
compared  with  ^,792  million  dollars  in  19^2. 

Receipts  from  all  the  principal  types  of  meat  animals  in  I9U3  made 
significant  gains  over  19^42  and  established  new  records. 

Cattle  an.d  Calves 

Production  of  cattle  and  calves  in  I9U3  rose  2.5  percent  above  19^2 
and  xdth  the  average  price  of  cattle  12  percent  above  I9U2,  and  the  average 
price  of  calves  S  percent  above  19^2,  cash  income  from  marketings  for  I9U3 
rose  to  2,560  million  dollars  compared  with  2,293  million  dollars  in  19^2. 
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Marketings  in  19U3  varied  from  8  percent  less  than  I9U2  in  the  North 
Atlantic  region  to  8  percent  more  than  I9U2  in  the  South  Atlantic  region.  The 
range  in  cash  income  was  from  k  percent  greater  than  19^12  in  the  East  North 
Central  region  to  23  percent  a.'bove  I9U2  in  the  South  Atlantic-  region. 

One  of  the  most  important  price  regulations  concerning  cattle  was  the 
cattle  stalDilization  plan  x^hich  'beegiae  effective  the  latter  part  of  Decemher. 
According  to  this  plan,  a  price  range  v/as  established  for  each  of  several 
grades,  and  Government  payments  to  slaughterers,  which  had  been  made  at  a 
fixed  rate  per  100  pounds  of  live  weight,  v/ere  adjusted  so  as  to  vary  accord- 
ing to  the  quality  as  indicated  "by  the  established  grades. 


Production  of  hogs  in  I9U3  was  21  percent  greater  than  the  previous 
record  production  in  19'42,  and  sales  in  I9U3  exceeded  those  of  the  year  before 
by  29  percent.    Prices  averaged  5  percent  higher  than  for  I9U2,  and  helped 
to  bring  about'  the  35  percent  increase  in  cash  receipts  from  hogs  in  19^+3  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year. 

The  largest  percentage  increase  in  cash  income  from  hogs  in  19^3  as 
compared  with  19^2,  as  well  as  the  greatest  percentage  rise  in  marketings, 
occurred-  in  the  South  Central  region.    These  increases  were  55  and  percent 
respectively.     The  smallest  percer.tage  gains  were  in  the  East  North  Central 
region  • —  I9  percent  for  cash  receipts  and  ik  percent  for  marketings. 

The  record  crops  of  pigs  in  the  fall  of  I9U2  and  in  the  spring  of  I9U3 
for  the  United  States  enabled  hog  growers  to  capitalize  on  the  favorable  price 
situation  and  paved  the  way  for  the  largest  income  from  the  sale  of  hogs  in 
the  history  of  the  country.  • 

In  addition  to  the  supports,  ceiling  prices,,  which  became  effective 
on  October  i+,  were  established  for  hogs.     In  spite  of  unusually  large  marketings, 
prices  were  maintained  well  above  support  levels  until  the  second  week  in 
November , 


Sheep  and  Iambs 

Although  production  of  sheep  ajid  lambs  dropped  about  8  percent  in  19^3 
in  relation  to  19'+2.   sales  rose  by  3  percent.    Average  prices  for  sheep  were 
Ik  percent  higher,  and  for  lambs  were  10  percent  greater  in  19^3 »  resulting 
in  a  gain  of  12  percent  in  cash  receipts. 

The  range  in  increases  in  cash  receipts  by  regions  for  I9U3  compared 
with  I9I+2  v/as  from  2  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  to  21  percent  in  the 
West  North  Central  region.    Marketing  varied  from  "3  percent  less  than  19^2  in 
the  Western  region  to  12  percent  "more  in  the  South  Atlantic  region. 

Production  for  the  country  as  awhole  was  curtailed  considerably  by 
scarcity;  of  skilled  labor  and  difficulties  of  competing  with  dairy  and  b>  sf 
cattle  .for  the  use  of  the  ranges.     The  cost  of  labor  v;as  more  than  double  the 
l'93'5-39  levels,  and  in  some  sections  experienced  shepherds  were  not  available 
even  at  relatively  high  wages.    Pasture  land  was  reduced  as  larger  areas  were 
required  for  increased  crop  acreage.

POULTRY  Am  EGGS 

Total  cash  income  from  the  sale  of  all  poultry  products  in  19^3  was 
2,^52  million  dollars,  kS  percent  greater  than  the  receipts  of  1,652  million 
dollars  in  I9U2.    Production  of  all  poultry  products  was  at  record  levels, 
"but  the  Tinusual  demand  held  prices  well  ahove  th^ss  Sqv  19^2. 

Eggs 

Gash  income  from  the  sale  of  eggs  in  19^3  rose  U2  percent  atove  I9U2. 
The  number  of  layers  on  hand  were  as  much  as  I6  percent  greater  than  a  year 
earlier  during  some  months  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.    Culling  was  light 
during  the  first  6  montjas,  hut  scarcity  of  feed  in  deficit  feed  areas  and 
limited  housing  space  in  surplus  feed  areas  resulted  in  heavier  culling  than 
usual  dui-ing  the  fall.     The  numher  of  layers  were  gradually  reduced  until  in 
Decemher  they  were  only  5  percent  above  a  year  earlier,  although  there  were 
23  percent  more  yotrng  chickens  on  farms  April  1,  19^3  'than  the  year  before. 
In  19^3  there  were  I3  percent  more  eggs  produced  and  1^  percent  more  eggs 
sold  than  in  I9U20 

Chickens 

The  S2  percent  increase  in  19^3  over  19^2  in  cash  income  from  sales  of 
chickens  reflects  the  favorable  egg  to  feed  price  relationship  that  prevailed 
during  the  spring  months  and  the  record  number  of  chicks  hatched,  which  was 
20  percent  greater  than  in  19^2. 

Increases  in  sales  of  chickens  compared  with  19^2  ranged  from  3U  per-^ 
cent  in  the  East  ITorth  Central  region  to  53  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic 
region.    Price  rises  were  somewhat  more  uniform;   the  largest  gain  was  3^ 
percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  regions. 

The  South  Atlantic  region  showed  the  greatest  regional  gain  — >■  an 
increase  in  income  from  sales  of  IO5  percent. 

Broilers 

Cash  income  from  the  sale  of  broilers  in  I9U3  increased  5I  percent 
over  19^2,  resulting  from  a  gain  of  21  percent  in  sales  and  25  percent  in 
price.     Greatest  increases  in  sales  v/ere  made  in  Georgia,  North  Carolina,  and 
Mississippi,  with  "jk,  56,  and  5O  percent  respectively. 

DAIRY  PRODUCTS 

Total  milk  production  in  I9U3  was  118.2  billion  pounds  which  was  1 
billion  pounds  less  than  in  I9U2. 

Increased  demand  for  fluid  milk  and  cream  resulted  in  the  consumptio 
of  an  unusually  large  proportion  of  the  total  milk  supplies  in  these  forms. 
This  resulted  in  a  decrease  in  the  production  of  manufactured  dairy  products 
below  the  levels  in  I9U2  and  I9U1,  which  was  felt  most  acutely  by  creamery 
butter  which  amounted  to  1,628  million  pounds,  the  lowest  production  for 
year  since  I937. 
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Government  payments  were  used  to  stimulate  production.    Demand  for  all 
dairy  products  was  great  and  prices  were  controlled  by  ceiling  prices. 

Milk  Sold  at  Wholesale 

The  value  of  milk  sold  at  v/holesale  in  19^3  rose  23  percent  above  I9U2 
to  total  1,27^+  million  dollars  for  all  marketings  in  the  United  States.  The 
increase  of  21  percent  in  the  average  price  was  largely  responsible  for  the 
gain,  as  the  quantity  sold  increased  only  about  1  percent.     The  increase  of 
11  percent  in  the  West  North  Central  region  in  the  quantity  sold  in  19^3* 
compared  with  19^2,  was  the  greatest  change  in  any  region.    Differences  in 
price  ranged  from  I6  percent  above  19^2  in  the  South  Atlantic  region  to  2U 
percent  above  I9U2  in  the  West  llorth  Central  and  the  South  Central  regions. 

Milk  Sold  at  Retail 

The  increase  of  5  percent  in  the  value  of  milk  sold  at  retail  in  19^-+3> 
compared  v/ith  19^2,  was  due  to  an  S  percent  rise  in  price,  as  the  quantity 
sold  was  reduced  slightly.     The  smallest  change  in  income  was  the  1  percent 
increase  in  the  Jlorth  Atlantic  region,  where  the  drop  in  quantity  marketed 
nearly  offset  the  6  percent  gain  in  price.     The  greatest  increase  in  value 
of  milk  retailed  was  11  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  region,  where  1  percent 
more  milk  v;as  sold  at  a  price  which  was  10  percent  higher. 

Butt erf at  Marketings 

In  I9U3  there  was  3  percent  less  cream  sold  at  a  price  that  was  26 
percent  above  I9U2  which  brought  about  a  22  percent  increase  in  income  from 
the  sale  of  butterfat.     The  greatest  gain  in  receipts  from  butterfat  occurred 
in  the  South  Central  region,  where  a  27  percent  increase  in  value  of  butterfat 
sold  was  brought  about  by  a  28  percent  rise  in  price  although  the  quantity 
marketed  was  1  percent  less  than  in  19^2. 

Farm  Butter  Sold 

The  g  percent  increase  over  I9U2  in  value  of  butter  sold  in  19^3  ^^as 
due  to  the  gain  of  2U  percent  in  price.    The  quantity  marketed  dropped  I3 
percent.     Increases  in  price  on  a  percentage  basis  were  especially  high  in 
the-  South  Atlantic  region,  where  the  IS  percent  gain  in  value  of  sales  was 
the  greatest  for  any  region  in  the  country.
